ABSTRACT 


A decompressor for use in an internal combustion engine is disclosed The decompressor 
is at least partially located within the venting passageway in response to pressure in the 
combustion chamber for selectively opening the venting passageway such that combustion gas 
located within the chamber is vented to the induction passageway. The decompressor opens the 
venting passageway when the engine is off and during an engine start up operation. The 
decompressor includes an expansible cavity operatively connected to the combustion chamber. 
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
